Viburnums. 


The Virburnums are among our most highly prized flowering shrubs and 
with their added merit of particularly striking fruiting effects are quite in- 
dispensable for general ornamental planting work. While the flowers are 
all white yet they range in season of bloom and character of flower heads 
from the flat showy cymes of some types to dense rounded clusters and 
again to showy globular masses so familiar in the Snowball types. The 
fruits range from black in some forms through shades of red to brilliant 
crimson and bright steel blue in the VY. dentatum. The fruiting effect is 
largely made use of to continue the interest of the plants long into the 
winter, this being especially noteworthy in the Highbush Cranberry which 
retains its scarlet clusters of fruits throughout the winter.
